The Israeli negotiatora will be 
ready to cite precedents from history 
and from present-day international 
politics to argue that a defence pact 
‘would not be & credible deterrent un- 
less the (American) guarantor's 
troops were actually threatened. 
Israe] has said repeatedly that it 
does not want U.S. troops to ‘defend 
it, or take risks on its behalf. 

The sourcea explained yesterday 
that Israel's reluctance to see U.S. 
soldiers directly involved in peace- 
keeping was related to the West 
Bank rather than to Sinai!. The im- 
plication was that any U.S. ideas for 
additional observer or supervisory 
involvement in a demilitarized Sinai 
would find a favourable response 
from the Israeli negotiators. 

Israel's ignorance regarding what 
specific U.S. ideas will be broached 
at Camp David relates not only to 
defence arrangements, but across 
the whole spectrum of negotiating 
issues. Begin, Defence Minister Hizer 
Weizman and Forsign Minister 
Moshe Dayan and their aides were 
hoping that Ambassador Simcha 
Dinitz would be able to enlighten 
them on the basis of his weekend 
meeting with senior U.S. officials. 

Dinitz got an especially warm hug 
from the prime minister on the tar- 
mac at Kennedy where he 
and Israeli officials based here and 
in Washington welcomed the 
premier and his party. Governor 
Hugh Carey, Mayor Hdward Koch, 
and some two dozen top Jewish 
leaders were also present. 

In a brief statement, Begin once 
again — as at Ben-Gurion Airport in 
the morning — dwelt on the ‘‘inter- 
national prestige of the president of 
the U.8.,"" which, he said, was a vital 
consideration for Israel in striving 
for the success of.Camp David, 


‘We shali strive for an 
agreement," he said, ‘that will make 
{t possible to continue serious 
negotiations to establish throughout 
the Middle Fast a final peace.,,"* 

Some observers wondered, 
however, whether the U,8., not to 
apeak of Egypt, would be satisfied 
with such a modest aim — merely to 
continue negotiations — for the

Begin declared: 

"We want peace more than any na- 
tion on earth...for the sake of peace, 
for our people’ and the people of 
Egypt whom we wish well." 

“We want permanent peace and to 
sign peace treaties with all our 
neighbours and bring an end to all 
the wars that took place for 30 years 
in our region,"’ he said.

Riots, arson rock Teheran;

Dr. Michaeli explained that there 
have been changes in medical view- 
points in the past 30 years, and doc- 
tors now consider some ailments as 
less severe than previously. On the. 
other hand, he noted, the army's 
need for manpower has increased, 
and the IDF can take advantage of 
this change to fill its ranks.

HAIFA. — "Computers calculate, 
they don't think. They are doing 
more and more of what is today con- 
sidered as thought processes, but 
that is because we do not fully un- 
derstand thought processes," Dr. 
Shmuel Winograd of the IBM 
Research Centre’ at Yorktown 
Heights, N.Y., told The Jerusalem 
Post recently. ‘ 

The 42-year-old Tel Avjv-born ex- 
pert on the limitations of computer 
capability is at the Technion for one 
of his periodic stays 85 permanent 
visiting professor. 

Dr, Winograd, who went to M-I-T. 
after he completed his army service 
here, said that, unlike his colleague, 
Dr. Edgar Codd of the IBM 
Laboratory at San José, who earlier 
thia month told this reporter he 
believed computers would be able to 
think in the foreseeable future, he 
firmly believed that the computer 
will always remain only a tool in the 
hands of man. 

“Computers have assumed a cer- 
tain mysticism. I think that's an 
error. They are and will always be 8. 
tool," he said. 

He said there were two main 
limitations on the development of 
computers, ‘“They will never be able 
to do anything that man does not 
know how to do in principle.” He ex- 
plained that a computer can be 
programmed to tackle a certain task 
only if the computer creator can 
translate the task into a sequence of 
very small and precisely defined 
steps. Only then is it possible to 
programme the computer. 
“Therefore the firat limitation is 
human knowledge," he said. 

Then, even if we know, in princl- 
ple, how to break down a task into 
small steps, the computer will be 
feasible for the task only if the 
number of steps involved 15 not too 
great. ‘The number of stepa in- 
volved is a definite Umitation,” he 
said.

Histadrut Secretary-General 
‘YYeroham Meshel in August ap- 
pointed -a. committee, headed by 
Shaul Ben-Simhon, to investigate the 
problem of workers from the 

who are hired by Israeli 
employers through chanvels other 
than the official labour exchanges. 
The number of these workers is es- 
‘timated at between 18,000 and 25,000, 
the report states. 
- Even among the organized 
workers — i.e., workers sent by the 
labour exchange — there are dif- 


ficulties in enforcing the regulations 


requiring employers to give the - 


workers the same wages and social 
benefits as Israeli workers receive. 

Workers from the territories can- 
not join the Histadrut because the 
organization's by-laws require that 
all members be Israel citizens. 
Histadrut officials also believe that 
workers from the territories would 
not want to join for political reasons 
and might even question Israel's 
motives if Histadrut membership 
was offered to them. 5 

The report suggests that the 
possibility of organizing these 
workers in some form of trade union 
be considered. The report's greatest

THE HAGUE (Reuter). — Dutch 
millionaitre Pieter Menten. 79, goes 
on trial today for the second time on 
charges of murdering Jews in Nazi- 
occupied Poland. 

The retrial was ordered by the 
Netherlands Supreme Court in May 
when it quashed a 15-year jail term 
on a technicality. The greatest 
mystery it ig hoped it will solve is 
who in the Dutch establishment 
protected Menten from heavy 
punishment for his already- 
established collaboration with the 
Nazis. 

Today's hearing is likely to be a 
preliminary one, in which the bench 
of three judges will fix further 
procedures and decide whether they 
will again have to summon the 
witnesses from Israel, North 
America, the Soviet Union and 
Poland who testified against Menten 
at his first trial. 

The crime of which he is accused is 
the killing of some 28 Polish 
villagers, mostly Jews, in the small 
town of Podgorodtsy in July 1941. 

As he was acquitted of par- 

ticipating in a second massacre in 
the nearby village of Urycz, he can- 
not be indicted again on the same 
charge. 
. Menten lived as a wealthy 
businessman and landowner in 
Eastern Poland for 20 years before 
World War TI. When Nazi forces in- 
vaded the Soviet Union in 1941 he at- 
tached himself to a German security 
police unit as an interpreter and 
returned to Poland. 

Although he denied involvement br 
the Podgorodtsy massacre and 
claimed it was a case of mistaken 
identity, a number of survivors have 
testified that they recognized him as 


the man who ordered the machine- 
gunning of all Jewish villagers in 
1941, 

Menten’s first trial aroused 
worldwide interest when he escaped 
in 1976 to Switzerland from under the 
noses of embarrassed Dutch justice 
authorities after being implicated by 
a Jewish journalist. The affair caus- 
ed a scandal in Holland and a 
government crisis. 

The Dutch Supreme Court's 
quashing of the verdict was criticiz- 
ed by some Dutch lawyers, but the 
new trial may be able to unravel 
some other mysterious aspects of the 
Menten story.

Venezuela drops request for 
UN debate on Nicaragua 


UNITED NATIONS. — Venezuela 
yesterday shelved for the ime being 
a request for an urgent Security 
Council meeting on the situation in 
Nicaragua after referring the 
matter to the Organization of 
American States (OAS). 

It announced the move following 
private consultations among the 
council's 15 members. 

Venezuelan UN representative 
Ruben Carpo-Castillo, in his original 
request for a session on the 
Nicaragua situation, where an upris- 
ing broke out last week against the 
government of President Anastasio 
Somoza, said the duration and gravi- 
ty of the disturbances “threaten the 
peace and security of the region." 

In Nicaragua over the weekend, 
Somoza stripped the country's most 
powerful business group of its 
charter as ἃ general strike aimed at 
toppling his government appeared to 
be gaining strength.

LUSAKA (Reuter). — Britain and 
the U.S. now fear that clandestine 
Rhodesia peace moves have been 
seriously jeopardized by disclosure 
of Western-backed secret talks here 
last month between Premier lan 
Smith and nationalist Joshua 
Nkomo, Western diplomatic sources 
said yesterday. 

Nkomo confirmed to reporters on 
Saturday that he had met Smith. The 
sources Indicated that Britain and 
the U.S. had both backed the move in 
the hope that it would break the 
deadlock In peace efforts and end 
Rhodesia's gruelling six-year 
guerrilla war. 

But the sources said public confir- 
mation of the meeting had torpedoed 


Western hopes of a successful secret 
initiative despite the fact that settle- 
ment efforts were continuing. 

News of Nkomo’s disclosures was 
said to have thrown the British and 
U.S. missions in Lusaka into dis- 
array. The sources indicated that 
both countries — partners in efforts 
to bring peace to Rhodesia — would 
have been pleased if Nkomo and 
Smith had managed to agree on the 
basis for a settlement. 

Nkomo yesterday declined to com- 
ment on Smith's denial that Smith 
had offered to transfer power to the 
Patriotic Front guerrille alliance. 

Nkomo and the more radical 
Robert Mugabe are co-leaders of the 
front. 


Bombers hit Japanese police tarzets 


TOKYO (Reuter). — A rash of 
bombs planted at police targets in 
several western Japanese cities dur- 
ing Saturday alight was believed to 
be the work of extremist opponents 
of Tokyo’s new international airport, 
Police said yesterday. 

They reported some damage from 
bomb incidents in Kobe, Osaka and 
Okayama but said there were no 
casualties. 

About 500 extremists held a 
demonstration rally yesterday near 
the new Tokyo airport at Narita, 60 
km. east of the capital, but there was 
no trouble, police said. 


Farmers and left-wing radicals op- 
posing the $2.6h. alrport, opened last 
May, have been staging a 100-day 
protest campaign, due to end with a 
rally on September 17.

TUEBINGEN, West Germany (AP). 
— The strongest earthquake ever 
recorded in Germany shook parts of 
five European countries early 
yesterday, damaging homes and a 
historic castle but causing few in- 
juries, 

The quake, centred in the Swabian 
hils of southwestern Germany, was 
measured by seismological stations 
in France and West Germany 
between 5 and 7.5 on the Richter 
scale.

Hundreds 
of local radio stations and TV 
channels throughout America teach 
and Inspire Bible-conscious 
audiences every day. But Israeli 
hasbara has neglected to cultivate 
the cooperation of this sympathetic 
force which, if appropriately ap- 
proached and educated, might have 


long ago become a most significant 
ally against Arab propaganda and 
oi] infiyence.

National Jewish 
organizations and pressure groups 
descend on America's national 
political figures, and all lobbying is 
carried out by Jews alone. 

What is miasing in Israeli public 
relations is the realization that, 
politically, the U.S. is essentially a 
grass-roots democracy, not a cen- 
tralized political mechanism like 
Israel. American society is 
profoundly affected by local public 
opinion ‘Parent-Teacher 
Associations and the Kiwanis, 
Rotary and Lions Clubs, church 
groups and chambers of commerce, 
local unions and a wnyriad of civic 
organizations. Americans are a na- 
tion of joiners — on the locar level. 


Every congressman and senator, . 


while respecting Israel lobbies in 
Washington, is more concerned with 
the opinions exressed in the 
newspapers, TV and radio 
programmes, church and civic 
meetings of his home community.

Committee responsible for making 


sure that Israel's message is con- 
stantly seen and heard in the local 
media, ls projected in school 
eurricula and study groups, is ex- 
pressed in resolutions of municipal 
councils and state legislatures, and 
especially in the district offices of 
congressmen and senators, there 
would be Jess need for Israeli 
haxbara planners to panic when yet 
another crisis emerges. 

In Israel itself, a serious non- 
governmental framework should 
also be established to receive, and 
remain in contact with, the leaders 
of evangelical churches who visit the 
Holy Land. A friendship league spon- 
sored by the Jewish Agency might be 
the best forum. It should be directed 
by people who are sensitive to the 
religious dimension of Israel's ex- 
istence, and are knowledgeable 
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about the political realities of the 
local Christian communities. 

Such a league would provide infor- 
mation about Israel to church 
Froups, organize tours to this coun- 
try, sponsor seminars and 
workshops both in Israel and abroad 
for evangelical leaders, send compe- 
tent Israeli scholars to theological 
institutions, and generally make the 
Holy Land come alive in Christian 
thought and sentiment, as the abode 
of a revived, sovereign Israel. 

While it is true that evangelical 
Christians are not united in their a.- 
titudes to Israel, it is also true that 
Tsrael has done very little to relate 
effectively to the millions of them 
who would like to help her.

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Archaeological rescue 


. — On the banks of the 
Euphrates River in Southeastern 
Turkey, the first divots are being 
turned in an archaeological rescue 
operation, probing a potential 
treasure-trove of ancient sites before 
floodwaters drawn them forever. 

Two huge dams will create reser- 
voirs stretching back some 400 km. 
along a river whose lower reaches 
once formed, with the Tigris, the 
boundaries of Mesopotamia. 

The archaeologists have so little 
detail about this area that there is a 
sense of urgency about the Lower 
Euphrates Project, even though the 
dams — to provide irrigation and 
hydroelectricity — are still eight 
years from completion. 

Twenty-four teams, half of them 
from abroad, are awaiting govern- 
ment approvai to start work on sites 


“chosen out of 210 investigated in a 


two-year survey by Istanbul Univer- 
sity. 

Turkish museum teams from 
Istanbul and the regional centre of 
Malatya do not have to go through 
the laborious bureaucratic system 
and are making the first moves to 
prope an area whose importance lies 
“in the transition to settled life and 
in the development of the earliest 
village comniunities,"" according to 
the survey. 

The narrowness of the valley, 
which is at times only two kilometres 
wide, means that the artificial lakes 
will cover almost all the available 
sites, which could number 500 or 600, 
according to British archaeologist 
David Williama. 

“Here you're wiping out the prime 
zone for settlement," he says. ‘All 
past civilisations depended on ex- 
tremély good arable potential. The 
rest will be mostly offal." 

Much interest centres on multi- 
period sites, the best known of which 
is a huge mound 500 metres long at 
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Samsat on the river southeast of 
Adiyaman. 

Occupied since 4,500 BC, Samsat is 
thought to have been the capital of a 
late Hittite kingdom, became a city 
of 50,000 people as an outpost of the 
Roman empire, and only lost its im- 
portance in the Middle Ages, 

Competition for Samsat was in- 
tense among archaeologists. 

But Prof. Ekmel Derya, who heads 
the coordinating team for the project 
at the Middle East Technical Univer- 
sity (METU) here, says Ankara 
Dalversity has been awarded the 

6. a 

There are plenty of other sites, 
however. Although Dr. David 
French, who heads the British 
archaeologists residence here, 
observes that ‘‘we're faced with the 
possibility that many of these sites 
might not produce a thing," he also 
thinks that some will produce ex- 
cellent material, 

For the layman, comparisons with 
the Egyptian Aswan scheme is 
natural, but Prof. Derya says they 
are completely different. "Αἰ 
Aswan, there were mainly technical 
problems needing big machines. 
Here we are going into the un- 
known."" 

Most of the teams can draw on 
previous experience of the area, 
however. The Keban dam upstream 
along the Euphrates was completed 
in 1974, but not before 16 sites were 
investigated. The finds there gave 
the foreign archaeologists iucentive 
to probe into the lower Euphrates 
area, and also taught them lessons in 
coordination. 

Most of the teams have now sub- 
mitted their applications to the 
Culture Ministry. The military also 
has to give its approval, as the 
Euphrates runs through some of the 
most sensitive areas of Turkey.

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Potent premiere 


DANCE/Dora Sowden 


WITH her ballet “This Night." 
created for the Kibbutz Dance Com- 
pany and premiered in the 
Jerusalem Theatre (September 2), 
Anna Sokolow showed her powers to 
be as potent as ever. and 
choreography as shattering as ever 
in impact. 

With the kind of economy 
characteristic of her methods, she 
established the humanity of four 
couples who first linked as pairs and 
then extended their relationships 
with each other as pairs. This any 
good choreographer might have 
done. What made it an Anna Sokolow 
work wag what followed. Suddenly 
those eight people were a cluster, the 
intertwining of their arms making a 
roof, their feet moving, their heads 
slowly rising. Time and again when 
they separated and then re-formed 
into other clusters 85 striking, one 
might even say terrifying, they look- 
ed upwards with anxiety, but also 
with a certain serenity. Mark Kopyt- 
man's music, whether in shrilling 
flute skirls or with piano pulsing and 
violin skittering and other in- 
strumental tessitura, suggested the 
emotion that passed through the 
moves of the dancers. 

This was choreography of mood 
(not doom, as the Sokolow style has 
been sometimes described) — mood 
that Jeft one disturbed. Yet the total 
phrase “This Night and All its 
Silence" remained valid, (And it was

Conference chairman Dr. Gershon 
Grossman, of the Technion, told The 
Post yesterday that about 50 scien- 
tists from the U.S.. Australia, Den- 


amark, irda, South. Africa and 


Switzerland have registered. 

Dr. P.E. Glaser, editor of the Solar 
Energy Journal in the U.S. will 
describe plans for a solar energy sta- 
tion in space: Prof. P. Fornallaz, 
chairman of the Swiss Solar 
Committee, will talk of solar energy 
application in Europe, and Dr. F. 
Kreith, of the Solar Energy 
Research Institute in Golden, 
Colorado, wil} describe the in- 


stitute's activities. 

Dr. Grossman said that the con- 
ference will not hear'of any 
breakthroughs or spectacular new 
inventions. ‘The intention is to bring 
together experts in the field to dis-

Beer industry plans 
for job mobility

Institute of Innovation is 
haven of hope for inventors 


Jerusalem Post Eeporter 
TEL AVIV. — Russian inventiveness 
and American managerial and 
financial skills make an excellent 
working team; we have plenty of 
Russians with good Inventions, but 
where are the Americans? 

This question is posed by Benzion 
Kain, administrative head of the 
Israel Institute of Innovation, found- 
ed a few years ago by Prof. Israel 
Averbuch, a newcomer from the 
USSR. 

In the past 18 months some 650 
ideas — including several for 
perpetual motion machines — have 
been submitted to the institute. Of 
these 650 about 100 are feasible; 
“and a few of the best ones didn't 
come from Russian immigrants, but 
from a wide range of other im- 
migranta and from sabras."" But 
backing has been found for only 
about 20, ‘for local industry is very 
conservative when it comes to trying 
out new Ideas,” Kain says. 


He adds that several times when a 
Russian inventor tried to go into 
business for himself, he ran into dif- 
ficulties when he started to handle 
details dealing with administration. 
On the other hand, American im- 
migrants seemed much better able 
to cope with “the business of running 
a business.” 


One such successful combination 
was setting up a Latex Hquid rubber 
plant in Carmiel. The team was com- 
posed of four Russian immigrants 
and one American chemical 
engineer, who concentrated on ad- 
ministration. 

Other projects now elther in the 


stage of being set up, or already set 
Up, are: 

* A way of concentrating tomato 
paste three times as much as is done 
by conventional methods; this idea 
was taken over by the Pri-Emek fac- 
tory. 2 

* A method of using one-third less 
structural metal In large projects. 
This method, thought up by a Rus- 
slan newcomer, persuaded four. 
Australians to settlé in Israel and to 
pein hands in getting the idea mov- 
ing. ᾿ 
4. A coloured digital electronic dis- 
play unit. which a moshav settle 
ment agreed to produce, and which 
was invented by a Russian — 17 
years in Israel. 

¢ Anew type of lock which works on 
ἃ novel principle. The lock comes 
with five keys which “cannot be 
duplicated by an ordinary 
locksmith.”’ It was invented by two 
Russian neweomers, Anatol Kauff- 
man and Mischa Schneorsohn. 

Kain says the Ministry of Absorp- 
tion allocated TL3m. for 1978/79 for 
the institute, but half of this sum 
goes to help build prototypes outside 
the institute. This leaves IL.1.5m. for 
the operation of the institute itself. 

“In addition, we hope to earn 
about IL300.000 this year as a return 
on the projects we help finance. In 
five or six years, we hope these 
returns will provide enough money 
to make us 80 per cent self- 
sufficient.”" 

He hopes to raise about $im. here 
and abroad, to establish a fund 
whose interest will allow the’ in- 
stitute to become entirely seit.

Avner accident fund collected’ ‘

During 
that period it has paid out IL.175m. in 
compensation to accident victims, 
managing director Uzi Abel said at a 
press conference here yesterday, at 
which the company's financial 

report for 1977 was presented. 

Abel emphasized that this report 
was not a statement of profit and 
loss. Such a statement could only be 
issued at the end of three years, due 
to the great number of outstanding 
claims. 

According to company estimates 
the claims by victims will nearly 
equal premium income. The Com- 
missioner of Inaurance in the 
Finance Ministry agrees that the 
Sompnny 8 first profit and loss 

be published with the 1979 
Teanctal report. At that time the 
company will know whether it has to 
increase or lower its premiums. 

Eitan Avneyon, the director of the 
Hassneh Insurance Company and 
the board chairman of Avner (which 
is a roof company of all insurance 
companies in the country), said that 
Avner was not out to make profits 
but didn't want to lose money either.

WHAT HAPPENED was that the true Bruno Krelsky was sum- 
moned, so to speak, and he duly appeared, 

The result is available for inspection in the record of an inter- 
view with the Dutch dally ‘Trouw."’ As the Foreign Ministry's 
deputy Director General put it to the Austrian charge d'affaires, 
there is no precedent for Mr. Kreiaky's vituperative assault on 
the Jewish people, their State and their Government in relations 
among enlightened countries. 

A depravity of mind is clearly indicated. That ἃ Socialist 
leader whose movement is largely the creation of Kast Euro- 
pean Jews, should hur! foul racist abuse at the Ostjuden; that an 
Austrian Chancellor, of all people, should employ unbridied 
nationalist invective at Israel's Prime Minister, is something 
that cannot be accounted for in rational terms. 

Tt was no doubt Mr, Kreisky's own Jewish origin that was sup- 
posed to shield him trom the obvious charge of anti-Semitism. 
Yet this would be as persuasive an argument as the standard ex- 
cuse of Arab propagandists that, being of the same race aa the 
Jews, they cannot possibly be anti-Semitic. 

In fact Chancellor Kreisky'’s mental image of the Jews has 
been framed by some of the most vicious prejudices of the Vien- 
na back-alleys. The irony is that his promotion to the top was, at 
least in part, an act of gentile atonement for the crimes com- 
mitted against the Jewish people. 

Beyond the personal drama of the self-hating Jew there is, 
however, the tragic reversal now suffered by a once hopeful 
move in Middie East peace diplomacy. 

Less than two months ago the Austrian Chancellor, while 
hosting a gathering of the Socialist International in Vienna, per- 
formed what many Israelis then viewed as signal service to the 
cause of peace. Teaming up with Germany's Willy Brandt, 
President of the International, he produced a suggested 
declaration of principles that seemed to offer an honourable exit 
from the {mpasse in the Israeli-Egyptian talka. 

This ‘Vienna document" was promptly endorsed by two of 
the personalities present — Shimon Peres, on behalf of the 
Israel Labour Party, and, it appeared, Anwar Sadat, as leader 
of the Egyptian Socialist Union, the country's ruling party. 

Mr. Peres lost no time in hailing the text ‘‘a great 
achievement." And with good reason, too: it called for ‘‘sincere 
and sustained negotiation” on a full-fledged peace coupled with 
withdrawal on all fronts, but it did not speak of any total pullout 
nor of 3 Palestinian state. 

A better agreed formulation was not extant, and could hardly 
be expected. Mr. Kreisky's sponsorship of the document made it 
suspect in many Israeli minds. The Chancellor's consistent and 
vocal anti-Zionism was not easily forgotten. But here he made a 
virtual political turnabout. The document deserved to be con- 
sidered on merit. 

This was not the view of Premier Begin, it ia true. He was not 
enthused, and he even found fault with the reported fact that the 
document had been drafted by Mr. Eban, the former Foreign 
Minister, Then came what amounted to a repudiation, by Presi- 
dent Sadat, of the acceptance said to have been pledged by par- 
ty leader Sadat. 

At Leeds Castle, last month, the Vienna document was 
granted no official recognition. For practical, state purposes it 
could be viewed as non-existent. There was hope, nevertheleas, 
that it might he revived on some future occasion, to break a 
protracted stalemate, ᾿ ἢ 

That nope is now as good as dead. It was killed by the man 
who helped give birth to the Vienna text, Chancellor Kreiaky 
himself. After Mr, Kreiaky's revolting outburat in ‘‘Trouw," 
an: even remotely associated with him would make it 
anathema to Israelis, even to those who fall to see eye to eye 
with Mr. Begin on a host of issues.

the United States’ current invalve- 
ment in the Arab-Israel dispute 


IN DISCUSSING Iarael’a 
relationship with the United States 
over the years, a distinction should 
be made between the tie the 
two countries and America’s in- 
volvement in the Arab-Israel con- 
filet. In a very general sense 
America's two roles could be defined 
as positive" in a bilateral] context 
and somewhat ‘negative’ in the 
regional context. Herein lies a 
paradox, because the bilateral 
relationship fly ssalsind Ἰακκαὶ 
greatly, regional involve- 
ment Bas often been very harmful. 
There is no need to stress the im- 
portance of the economic and 
military aid the U.S. ‘has given 
Israel. especially since the Six Day 
War. It has enabled the country to 
pursue its foreign and defence in- 
terest to the best advantage. 


‘The role of America in the regional 
conflict has had the effect. even if 
unintended, of damaging Israel's 
policy and interests. ὃ 


Without going back to the State 
Department's opposition to the crea- 
tion of a Jewish State in 1948, we may 
recall the resistance of the U.8. to 
the Jordan waters scheme in the 
1950s. Israel planned to draw on the 
sources of the Jordan for irrigation 
purposes and to bring water to the 
Negev. But those sources were in 
Lebanon and Syria, and the Arab 
world opposed Israel's diversion 
Project. As a consequence, the U.8. 
also opposed it. In 1068, In fact, 
President Hisenhower imposed 
economic sanctions on Israel until 
she complied with U.S, wishes. 

A more drastic form of U.S, in- 
volvement — at least syrabalically — 
was the proposal of its represen- 
tative in Cairo, Ambassador 
Byroade, a close friend of President 


Nasser, that Israel relinquish her 
right to ailys and thereby 
demonatrate her willingness to 
become a true part of the Middle 
Hast region. Byroade considered 
Tarael's Jewish character inimical to 
her full integration into the Griental, 
that ia to may Arab, Middle. Hast. 
This proposal was made at the time 
when British Prime Minister Hiden 
was calling on Israe) to relingwah 
the Negev as a means of gaining’ 
‘Arab recognition, 


BUT PHRHAPS the most important 
thing to recall in the pre-1887 period 
is America's silence on the matter of 
the Arabs’ brazen demand for the 
elimination of Israel. The U.S. did 
not denounce the Arab states, did not 
sever tes with them, did not even in- 
dicate that peace in the Middle Hast 
‘was primarily — if not solely — the 
responsibility of the Arabs. The 
Araba planned thelr political, 
propaganda, economic, and military 
war against Israel with impunity. 


In June, 1967, the U.8. administra- 
tlon did not call on the Arabs to pay 
the cost for their aggressive designs 
against Israel, Rather, the Arab de- 
mand for recovery of “all the 

‘ territories"' went largely unopposed. 
The Egyptian-Syrian hostilities that 
began on October 6, 1978 were 
similarly unopposed, and — on Oc- 
tober 22 —- were even assisted by the 
U.S, imposition of ἃ ceasefire on 
Israel to save the Bgyptian Third Ar- 
my. America here advanced from 
not opposing Arab hostility to assur- 
Ing its success. 

Bven today, the aggressive actions, 
of Syria in Lebanon do not produce 
any American denunciation. And 
Sadat's absolute demands, hin less 
than conaistent diplomatic tection,

THERE IS a great debate going on in 
Tarael. It 15 essentially a debate 
between those who believe that a 
greater — or larger --- Eretz Yisrael 
is ἃ more vital national goal than 
peace, and those who do not. 

The latter trace their programme 
to the be; of Zionism. Moat of 
the Founding Fathers of the Zionism 
movement aimed at solving the 
problem of the Jewish people, not of 
the Holyland, and calied for the es- 
tablishment of a Jewish homeiand, 
or State, as a means towards this 
end. Both Pinsker and Herzl were 
even, at first, prepared to settle for 
some other territory than Palestine. 

While most Zionista aspired to set 
up 4 Jewish State covering the whole 
of Palestine, the leadership was 
always prepared — from 1897 to 1077 
— to make do with leas, if political 
and other circumstances made the 
full aim unattainable. 

The Base! Programme called for 
the establishment of a Jewish 
homeland ‘in Palestine’’ (my 
italics) — not the transformation of 
the whole of Palestine into a Jewish 
homeland. Ben-Gurion, in hia early 
daya, even studied the possibility of 
utilixing the Turkish millet aystem 
aaa means of achieving some kind of 
Jewish autonomy within the Ot- 
toman Empire. 

The Balfour Declaration echoed 
the wording of the Base} 
programme, as did the Leagwh of 
Nations Mandate, Even the pream- 
ble to the Mandate, an important 
achievernent of Zionist diplomacy, 
recognized “the historical connec- 
tion of the Jewish people with 
Palestine’ and ‘‘the tor 
reconstituting their National Home 
in Palestine" — not the reconatitu- 
tion of Palestine as the Jewish 
national home. 

Of course, the Zionist leaders tried 
to have the boundaries drawn as 
widely as possible, and to have the 
whole of the country recognized as 
the Jewish national home (Welz- 
mann spoke of “Δ Palestine as 
Jewish as England is English”), but 
they were always prepared to work 
within the boundaries of what was 
possibile at the time. 


IN 1037, the 20th Zionist Congress, 
while rejecting the specific terms of 
the Pee) Commission's partition 
scheme, empowered the Executive 
to negotiate for the establishment of 
a Jewish State — which would ob- 


viously cover only δ᾽ part of the 
territory of Western Palestine, 

The Biltmore Programme of 1942 
called, for the first time, for ‘the es- 
tablishment of Palestine as a Jewish 
Commonwealth," but this was clear- 
ly no more than a point, an 
initfal position in the negotiations. In 
1946, the 22nd Zionist Congress 
reiterated the demand, but it was 
made perfectly plain that the Ex- 
ecutive would be prepared to con- 
sider a suitable partition proposal, 
and the adoption of partition by the 
United Nations in 1947 was greeted 
by almost the entire Yishuvy as a 
great victory.

calls for recognition of the PLO. 


Can Sadat make the additional 
concessions that are needed in order 
for Israel to feel safe againat a poval- 
ble future Arab attack? Not only 
Shimon Peres thinks he can, but 
Her Welzman obviously thinks so 
too. The Vienna statement drafted 
after long discussions with Sadat, 
does not officially commit him, but it 
holds out possibilities of compromise 
that any responsible government 
would have made avery effort to 
follow up and clarify — instead of, 
lke Mr. Begin, apitefully rejecting it 
in case the leader of the opposition 
ahould get some of the credit for con- 
tributing to the attainment of peace.
